IW ACCORD WITH THE SKNATOB9. 


A Comstock paper which advocated 


the election of one of the Wall Street 
candidates for President in 1892 went 
into retirement soon after the election, 
for the reason, it was alleged, that its 
goldbag owners refused to support it. 
Last January it came out of its bole 
silver galvanized and announced that 
it would advocate the interests of the 
State, regardless of politics. The thin 
silver plating rath which it disguised 
' Itself soon -wore off and exposed its 


trae colors. The rase deceived only 
the unsophisticated, as it was suspected 
from '/he moment it came out of excln- 
nion that its reappearance was due to 
Wall Street influences. Now it advo- 
cates the success of the party which 
follows the leadership of Sherman hi 
the Senate and of Reed in the House, 
and which endorses in Congress the 
financial policy of the Administration. 
It tb!nks it amusing that the newspa- 
pers of Nevada, which are advocating 
the cauae 01 Bil""r regardless of the 
Wall Street partie 
joulcl quote the 


following remarks of Senator Stewart, 
who asks: 


Is it possible that there is still a man 
in Nevada who does not know tnat both 
the Republican ar.d Democratic parties 
are in favor of a single gold standard, 
and that any aid to them in any form 
assists the gold combination. 


Or of Senator Jones, who declares 


that: 


Any man who advocates the success 


of either of those old parties thereby 
ratifies, confirms and indorses the de- 
monetization of silver, and their pro- 
tests are simply shams, pretenses and 
frauds, emanating from such only as 
place party above country and the fed- 
eral pie counter above general pros- 
perity 


The resurrected organ, commenting 


ou those remarks, says: 


Granted that they used tha above 
language. Who made it possible for 
them to occupy the position they now 
hold ? Are those men going back on 
their life-long principles, am they now 
going to turn upon those wrto hare al- 
ways been their bosom friends and 
denounce them as enemies to the best 
interests of Nevada ? Certainly not. 


To this the tidvei htate replies in the 


following pointed manner 


The people of the State of Nevada 
made it possible for both the Senators 
to hold their present positions and 
two-thirds of them to-day are in hearty 
accord with the Senators in the patri- 
otic stand taken by them Neither 
Senator Stewart nor Senator Jones are 
going back on any life-long principles; 
they are rather reaffirming those prin- 
ciples, bat in a new line and in such a 
manner as to be effective and at the 
same time retain their manhood and 
self -espeot, which no one can do who 
favo •" the free coinage of silver and 
remain i in the Republican party. 


PENSION 4 AND 
SILVliK DOLLARS. 


J. W. AD Jerson, secretary of tho G. 


A. B Executive and Memorial Associa- 
tion oi Colorado, wrote to Congress- 
man Peace of that State asking him to 
use his influence to have all pension 
claims which have been pending five 
years or more, made special when there 
is no question as to the identity of the 
applicant. He desired all such adjudi- 
cated at the rate of eight dollars per 
month and paid in silver dollars. 


Congressman Pence replied that he 


had written to the Commissioner of 
Pensions and would see him personally 
on the subject of making the claims 
special. So far as getting the pensions 
paid in silver, Mr. Pence has no hope 
of success. He says it is impossible to 
get the Government to use silver for 
anything. The officials are dead set 
against it and in that they seem to 
have the active support of Mr Reed 
and his crowd in the House, and of Mr. 
Sherman and his followers in the Sen- 
ate. 


The payment of $150,000,000 a year in 


silver for pensions would utilize all 
the bullion now stored in the Treasury. 
That would keep the mints running 
steadily, coining silver dollars. It 
would convert the bullion, now as use- 
less as so much rubbish, into noney, 
and get it in circulation among the 
people without inconvenier1 > to any- 
body. An old so!dier would not com- 
plain if his stipend of eight, ten or 
twenty dollars a month was paid quar- 
terly in standard dollars, and no 
easier or more effective method could 
be devised for getting silver into cir- 
culation. 


All the Grand Army men in the conn- 


try, who believe in free coinage, should 
in the interests of farmers, miners and 
the public generally, petition Congress 
to pass an a/it to pay pensions in stand- 
ard dollars. Several posts in Montana 
and Washington are reported as hav- 
ing already done so, but it requires 
general action to make 'the request 
effective.

THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 


What Corbett Says About His Com- 


ing Fight With Jackson. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Bland Bill in the Senate—The House 


at Work on the Pension Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—In the Senate 


Sherman moved that the Bland seign- 
iorage bill be referred to the Finance 
Committee This precipitated a vigor- 
ous discussion in which Sherman ad- 
vocated his motion, and Hill and Cock- 
ran opposed it. 


The House bill appropriating $45,000 


for the recovery of the armament and 
the wreck of the Kearsarge was passed. 


Morgan presented a resolution call- 


ing- on the President to inform the Sen- 
ate whether Great Britain had occupied 
Blue Fields or any other part of Nica- 
ragua, the size of the force landed and 
the claim of authority under which the 
landing was made. Morgan said he 
wanted to know whether the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty of 1850 was being 
violated; be added that he understood 
the Kearsarge was on her way to Blue 
Fields when wrecked. The resolution 
was agreed to. 


The House bill authorizing General 


O. O. Howard to accept from France 
the decoration of the Commander of 
the Legion of Honor was passed. 


Harris of Tennessee then opened the 


silver fight by moving a second reading 
of the Bland seigniorage bill and gave 
notice that when the bill was read the 
Second time he would move to take it 
up for consideration, as the reason he 
objected yesterday was to bridge over 
until ho could consult his Democratic 
colleagues Voorhees, in the course of 
his speech later, said he had hopes and 
belief that the tariff bill would be re- 
ported to the full committee within a 
few hours. It would remain in the 
committee at least a week. 


Micherson and Vest made personal 


explanations denying the statement in 
the New York World this morning 
charging them with stock jobbing 
while delaying the tariff bill. 


The Senate then entered on the con- 


sideration of the seigniorage bill and 
Sherman's motion to refer it, spoken 
of in the first paragraph, was defeated 
by a vote of 6 to 60. Affirmative votes 
Davis, Galliger, Morrill, Palmer, Sher- 
man an Vilas. 


There were some dilatory tactics 


after the Seigniorage bill was taken up, 
but they were not carried far. Morrill 
Sherman and Allison spoke in oppo- 
sition, then, after a short executive ses- 
sion the Senate adjourned. 


In the House the joint resolution for 


the appointment of a commissioner to 
the Antwerp Exposition was passed. 


The House then went into a Com- 


mittee of the Whole on the pension 
appropriation bill. 


CHAMPION CORBETT. 


He Thinks his Fight With Jackson Will 


Not Come Off in June. 


BALTIMORE, March 7. — Champion 
orbett, now playmg in this citv, said 


he did not tLiuk his fight with Jackson 
would take place in June because no 
business-like offer had yet been re- 
ceived from any club. "And," he con- 
tinued, " none will be accepted until 
both of ns are assured we will have 
thorough protection during the con- 
test and afterwards. I desire no repe- 
tition of the Florida trouble, and if 
possible will not have it. 


"Another thing, I want three months 


to train and suppose Jackson would 
want the same time. I am going to 
Wurope in April. If a purse for a finish 
3ght can be secured in London, I will 
be perfectly willing to fight there. I 
feel so sure of victory and am so 
anxious to meet Jackson that if a $30,- 
300 purse and proper protection could 
be secured now I would surrender my 
trip abroad and all other business en- 
gagements to bring about the match 
with all possible haste."

He has been so haunted and 
worried over his crime that he had to 
confess it to gain relief to his tortured 
mind. Last night he made a third 
attempt to kill himself by beating his 
head against a bench.

AN IMPORTANT ENTERPRISE. 


A company has been organized to 


utilize the waters of Humboldt Lake 
for irrigation and mining purposes 
The object is not to drain the lake, as 
heretofore reported, but to tap the lake 
and develop a water power, which can 
be used for reducing ores, of which 
there are abundance in the vicinity, 
and reclaim lands below the lake by 
irrigating them. 


It has been frequently stated that 


Humboldt Lake was at the wrong end 
of the river, but it is now proposed to 
show that it is not. There are rich 
lands capable, when irrigated, of pro- 
ducing all the cereals and vegetables 
that are adapted to this latitude, below 
the lake as well as above it and along 
the Humboldt river. There are also 
gold, silver, copper, nickel, cobalt and 
iron mines in the immediate vicinty of 
the lake, and sufficient water power 
can be developed to run a large num- 
ber of stamps.

A. Paris Journal Offers Cash Prices Vat m 


Novel Competition, 


The plocky little Petit Journal of Paiia 


—little in size, oaly for its circulation it 
is great—which sent bicycles into fash- 
ion through its prize matches, now offers 
a large temptation to ingenious skilL In 
the year 1894, on June 1. there will be a 
competition for the best carriages to 
wheel without a horse—for the econom- 
ical accommodation of paterfamilias and 
his family. Steam, electricity, gas, pe- 
troleum, anything, in fact, giving power 
and speed with safety, will be tolerated 
—and all nations will be welcomed. The 
jury will be composed of the staff of The 
Journal, with a suitable number of en- 
gineers thrown in. 


Each carriage must hold four persons. 


It is intended as an offset to the egotism 
of the cycle. The carriage must be of 
easy management and not costly on the 
road.

KENNEDY SAW A COMET. 


Manifestation Fulfilled the Propbecy of a 


Sick Wo mall. 


William H. Kennedy, residing at 465 


Westford street, this city, says he saw a 
comet last Sunday night. 


Walking on Middlesex street near 


Branch, his attention was attracted to a 
luminous object in the sky to the north- 
ward. The sky was clear, and the moon 
was shining in the southeast, 
When ho 


first saw the comet, as he supposes, it 
appeared to be the size of a full moon, as 
bright as an electric light and surround- 
ed by a halo. 


The object moved slowly across the 


sky to the south, diminishing in bright- 
ness, until, attaining a reddish hue and 
the size of nr> orange, it disappeared. He 
thinks he kept the object in sight half an 
hour, and called the attention of a friend 
to it, who also witnessed its disappear- 
ance. 


Mr. Kennedy considers the manifesta- 


tion more remarkable as apparently ful- 
filling the prophecy of a sick woman, by 
whose bedside he was watching the pre- 
vious night. About 8 o'clock a. m. the 
patient, with closed ayes, drew a diagram 
of a comet which she predicted woulc 
soon appear in the north. 


Mr. Kennedy said he was thinking o: 


this prediction when, looking up into the 
sky, he saw it apparently fulfilled. 


An aerolite is reported to have fallen in 


New Bedford that night, striking within 
10 feet of a woman. It may have been 
Mr. Kennedy's "comet,"—Lowell Special 
in Boston Herald. 


EUROPEAN SOVEREIGNS. 


Many Fast Seventy, Vet Still Baling TTltl 


tlie Power of Youth. 


The Almanach de Qotha for 1894 has 


'buried in its numerous finely printec 
pages some interesting facts as to the 
ages of European sovereigns. The old 
est of all is the pope, who is in his 
eighty-fourth year. Nest comes the 
Grand Duke of little Luxemburg, who is 
70. 
The king of Denmark and tho 


Grand Dukd) of Saxe-Weimar are 75 
Queen Victoria and the Grand Duke oJ 
Mecklenbxirg-Sti'elitz, 74. There are six 
other sovereigns who are older than 70 
11 who are between 60 and 70, and five 
who are between 50 and 60. Eleven are 
between 40 and 50, two between 30 ane 
40, and two more between 20 and 30. 
The youngest three sovereigns are King 
Alexander of Strvia, 17; Queen Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands, 13, and Alfonso 
XIII of Spain, 7|. 


Queen Victoria has had the longesl 


reign—56A years. Emperor Franz Josef 
has reigned 45 years; the Grand Duke ol 
Baden, 41 years; the Grand Dukes of Old- 
enburg, of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach and 
of Saxe-Alteuburg, 40 years each. Four- 
teen of tho sovereigns of Europe have 
reigned fewer than ID j'ears. During
